Two of the most, interesting 
items of the report are points of 
law brought up with regard 1o 
the duties of the chief of police 
•and railway officers. 


As is well known, Mayor Cas- 


singhaiii has been in the habit of 
sending prisoners from his court 
to the Canton workhouse in. the 
custody of a. police officer instead 
of allowing Chief of Police John 
Mapel do this work. In this con- 
nection, the following is gleaned 
from the report: 


"Section 45-i4- taken in con- 


junction with Section ]238.~i, au- 
thorizes the mayor to 
designate 


only the chief of police to «-onvey 
prisoners to the wurkhous». 
As 


patrolmen arc under 
the chief, 


the latter may direct a patrol man 
ti» convey to the workhouse, in 
which case the latter would 
be 


entitled to the fees provided 
by 


Se.-tion 12385." 


As this point -of law has never 


been contested by 
Chief Mapel.
